Constant  upgrading  of 
stock  and  improvement  of  feed-out  techniques  have  resulted  in  amazingly  high  yields 
from  our  livestock  program. 
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The  agricultural  program  at  Big  Sandy  is  unique  among  our  campuses. 
Being  new  to  Ambassador  has  not  restrained  the  young  department's 
growth,  however,  and  many  students  are  taking  advantage  of  growing 
opportunities  to  develop  interest  in  and  talents  for  animal  husbandry 
and  farm  science.
